THE SAD FATE OF SADOULAH PASHA IN 
VIENNA. 


Hounded to Death by the Sultan of Tur- 
key—The Pensoti Case—Uprising in 
Roumelia—Kaiser William’s Bitterness 
Toward Bismarck—Presidential Suc- 
cess in Mexico—Events in Europe. 


‘BARCELONA, Feb. 7.—The excitement caused 
by the recent electoral contest by which the 
Republican leader Salmeron was, according 
tothe Republicans, unfairly defeated by the 
Conservative candidate Puig, has not abated. 
The troops of the garrison are confined to 
their barracks, and preparations are being 
made to send strong reinforcements to this 
city should the state of affairs eall for an ad- 
ditional display of force. Thousands of peo- 
ple not connected with the Republican party 
have signed petitions, which have been for- 
warded to Madrid, asking the Government to 
dismiss the civil Governor and other 
officials from office in consequence 
of the outrageous treatment upon the part of 
the mounted gendarmes of the crowd of peo- 
ple who gathered on Wednesday night to at- 
tend the reception given to Senor Salmeron. 
The gendarmes, it will be remembered, 
charged the people who were listening to a 
speech which was being delivered by the Re- 
publican Leader Salmeron and firing right 
and left injured a large number of people. 
Bullets were also found to have flattened 
around the window where Salmeron was 
speaking and his friends claimed that this 
was an attempt to murder him upon the part 
of the ggndarmes who charged the crowd, 

If the Conservatives’ tactics are not 
changed a serious conflict between them and 
the Republicans is imminent. 


Sadoulah Pasha’s Fate. 

VIENNA, Feb. 7.—The facts behind the offi- 
cial announcement that the Turkish Ambas- 
sador at Vienna died of apoplexy prove that 
the leader of the faithful is thoroughly 
abreast of the times without in the least dis- 
gracing his unspeakable-ancestors of rack and 
bowstring memory. This ambassador, 
Sadoulah Pasha, was the confidential advisor 
of Abdul Hamid’s predecessor on the Ottoman 
throne. He was, therefore, in disgrace when 
Abdul Hamid became Sultan. But Sadoulah 
was sucharare diplomatist that he was not 
to be sent to join the Prophet or banished to 
the fastnesses of Arabia. Sothe Sultan sent 
him as ambassador to Berlin and afterward 
to Vienna. Sadoulah left behind him 
in' Constantinople his wife and 
two children, a boy and a_e@ iri, 
to whom he was much attached. This was 
fourteen years ago. Sadoulah had never 
been allowed to return to Constantinople. 
Whenever he asked permission he was re- 
fused onthe ground that his services at his 
post were too valuable to be spared even a 
few days. He then asked that his family 
might come to him. This was also courte- 
ously refused. At last the Sultan allowed his 
son to go on to see him. But in no way has 


Sadoulah ber able to arrange a meeting 
with his da iT he was especi- 
ally attached. a sort of refinement of 


cruelty the Sultan loaded him with honors 
and decorations. The ambassador tendered 
his resignation, but his master sent him an 
amiable note, saying that he i could 
not do without so valuable a 
servant. He did not dare rebel. His 
wife and daughter wereinthe power of his 
torturer. For the same reason he was forced 
to do his best toward furthering the Sultan’s 
interests at Vienna. This state of affairs has 
long been known tothe diplomatic corps at 
the Austrian court and Sadoulah has received 
their special consideration, Fourteen years 
of this acute suffefting stamped his face with 
deep and sad dejection. He grew to have the 
air of one who expects at any moment a mor- 
tal Dlow. At last this cruelty, so cleverly and 
unceasingly prolonged, reduced him toa 
state of melancholy. On June2® a dispatch 
from Constantinople informed him that his 
daughter was atthe pointof death. He at 
once telegraphed for permission to go to her. 
After ten days of waiting he receiveda cour- 
teous but positive refusal. At last 
Sadoulah gave up hope. He re- 
marked that his banishment was 
for life.’ After rooding over his final stroke 
five days he went outearly the morning of 
Jan.17 and bought a rubber pipe. He re- 
turned tothe Embassy and locked himself in 
his apartment. He put one end of the pipe 
over the gas burner, the other end in his 
mouth. He turned on the gas and drew sev- 
eral deep breaths. When they found him he 
was unconscious and past restoration. The 
Embassy at once announced that he had 
died of apoplexy. The Sultan gave personal 
directions as tothe honors to be paid his re- 
mainsand memory. The body was taken to 
Constantinople, and the Sultan Is said to 
have wept over his honored and faithful 
servant. At any rate Sadoulah and his fam- 
ily were reunited. This incident shows clearly 
that the Sublime Porte is benefiting by civil- 
ization. 


To Magistrates. 

LONDON, Feh, 7.—Mr. Charles Seale-Hayne, 
Liberal Member for Ashburton, has prepared 
a bill providing that justices of the peace 
shall hereafter be elected, instead of ap- 
pointed by the Government. The 10th of 
March is set down forthé second reading of 
the bill, which will be opposed bythe Govy- 
ernment, but recelye the general support of 
the Liberals. The bill embodies an entire 
revolution in the minor administration of 
justice in England. The justices of the peace 
now are nearly all well-to- ’squires, who 
have their own way in dealing with the poor 
people brought Defore them, and who not in- 
frequently come into court booted and 
spurred and whip in hand. The decisions 
are almost always adverse to, the Liberal 
cause, and for this ‘reason Mr. Furness, the 
member elected from Hartlepool, has reflised 
to submit to the magistrates certain charges 
of intimidation in the recent election, be- 
cause he fears they will hot do justice. It is 
desired to sweep away this oligarchic system 
of justice and have all minor magistrates 
elected by the people. Sir Wm. Vernon 
Harcourt has pronounced in favor of the re- 
form and will support it. 

GORDON CUMMINGS. .

Bitter Toward Bismarck. 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.—A Berlin dispatch says that 
the Kaiser, in delivering to Count Waldersee 
his appointment as Commander of the Ninth 
Corps, with headquarters at Altona, near 
Hamburg, reminded the Count of his near re- 
lationship to the Imperial family and re- 
marked that he could best show his attach- 
ment by abstaining from any communication 
with those who sought to sow distrust among 
the people toward their sovereign. The 
Kaiser is believed to have alluded to Bis- 
marck, and tothe friendly social relations 
which existed between Von Lescynsky and 
the ex-Chancellor, which relations undoubt- 
edly led to Lescynsky being relieved from his 
command. The Kaiser has become very bit- 
ter towerd Bismarck lately, on account of 
the caustic comments to which the latter 
gives utterance on imperial policy, especially 
the Emperor’s labor reform programme, 
Whatever the difference between himself and 
Waldersee, the Emperor is believed to have 
confidence in Waldersee’s attachment to the 
Imperial family, and therefore to have pre- 
ferred him for a post which is so near to the 
seat of the ex-Chancellor. 

GROWING DEFIANT. 

The unemployed workingmen of Berlin are 
assuming a definite attitude. They threaten 
to hold a mass meeting to protest against the 
action of the municipal authorities in refus- 
ing to sfart relief works. The police are de- 
terminéd to prevent any such demonstration, 
and have given notice to thateffect. The 
authorities of Berlin, like those of London, 
seem to think that they can prevent the world 
from knowing the extent of existing misery 
by keeping the miserable under. 


The Pensoti Case. 

NEw YORK, Feb. 7.—Atthe meeting of the 
managers of the American Bible Society on 
Thursday, letters were presented from the 
society’s agent in Peru who has been in pris- 
onin Calao since July 25. Mr, Pensoti was 
arrested at the instigation of the authorities 
on a charge of publicly performing religious 
services not sanctioned by the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. Ona hearing before the Crim- 
inal Court in November it was proven that 
his religious services had been conducted 
privately within closed doors and entirely 
within the limitations of the law and he was 
acquitted ; but inasmuch as the par- 
ties urging the prosecution appealed 
to the Superior Court, he was 
remanded to prison. The Superior Court, 
after visiting the site of the chapel, affirmed 
the verdict of the lower court and directed his 
release, when his enemies again interposed, 
and by appealingtothe Supreme Court suc- 
ceeded in having his imprisonment pro- 
longed. Mr. Hicks of the United States Lega- 
tion telegraphed onthe iéth of January that 
he had watched the case closely and had had 
almost daily promises of Mr. Pensoti’s re- 
lease, which the foreign officers deemed cer 
tain, but although his imprisonment has con- 
tinued for more than six months a decision 
does not seem to have been rendered as yet. 


The New Italian Premier. 

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—The Frankfurt Gazette to- 
days publishes a letter written by the Mar- 
quis di Rudini, the new Italian Prime Minis- 
ter. The letter is dated November, 1890, and 
says that without the Triple Alliance,whtch 
has provedtobe a genuine alliance, the se- 
curity of peace is impossible. Speaking of 
naval and military economies the Marquis in 
this letter says: ‘‘Ishall vote toreduce mil- 
itary expenses which will not affect the num- 
ber and efficiency of the soldiers.’’ 

RUDINI’S APPOINTEBS. 

RoME, Feb. 7.—Premier Rudini has ap- 
pointed Pelteux Minister of War and Luz- 
zati, Saracco, Morin and othersto various 
departments. 


The Chilian Revolution. 


LimA, Via GALVESTON, Feb. 7.—Passengers 
from Valparaiso have just arrived, bringing 
the first reliable news of the Chilian revolu- 
tion. Thecity of Valparaiso is in a siege. 
Threeof the Government’s war vessels are 
out in the harbor five miles and the revolu- 
tionists have burned down bridgeson the 
south of the city to starve it out. The wheat 
harvest is lost. The Diplomatic Corps, with 
the exception of the British Minister, deny 
the right of blockade. The Government has 
28,000men. Serang is now in the hands of the 
revolutionists. The Government is in bad 
straits and Valparaiso is expecting bombard- 
ment every day. 


Presidentia} Succession in Mexico. 


City OF MEXICO, Feb. 7.—During the past 
month the leaders of the Liberal party have 
been considering the advisability of changing 
the law of succession to the Presidency. The 
best information obtainable is to the: effect 
thata Vice-Presidency is decided upon, but 
thatthe candidate forthe officeis not yet 
agreed upon. The names of both ex-Presi- 
dent Gonzales and Secretary of the Treasury 
Dublan are mentioned. Intimate friends of 
Diaz say thatthe President will not go to 
Europe or elewhere during his incumbency, 
no matter who may be chosen Vice-President. 


Austria and Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 7.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg says the Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand, heir presumptive to the throne of 
Austria, is paying a visit of courtesy to the 
Czar on his own initiative. This visit, the 
Journal adds, is a sign of the friendship of the 
Austrian and Russian dynasties, and a pledge 
of a universal desire for peace by fostering 
and cherishing good neighborly feelings be- 
tween the two Empires. 


Cuban Bandits. 


HAVANA, Feb. 7.—A party of bandits under 
the leadershipjof the famous Montelango,took 
possession of the Spanish ship Baldimore at 
this port yesterday afternoon. The city po- 
lice attempted to eject them, which brought 
on a régular battle in which the police were 
victorious. Montelango was shot while 
swimming ashore. Two of the officers were 
injured. 


The Revolt in Roumelia. 

VIENNA, Feb. 7.—The insurgent Arnauts 
have taken possession of the telegraph lines 
in the vicinity of Pristina and have cut off 
communication. The representatives of the 
foreign powers at Pristina are unable to con- 
vey intelligence asto the position to their 
respective governments.

TRADE WITH BRAZIL 


Some of the Benefits Growing Out of 
the Reciprocity Treaty. 


THE STRONG VANTAGE GROUND OCCU- 
PIED BY THE UNITED STATES. 


Importance of Her Markets to the Coun- 
tries of South and Oentral America— 
Where We Get Our Sugar Supply—Sec- 
retary Blaine’s Remark—What COon- 
gress Should Do—Trade Statistics. 


NEw YorkK, Feb. 7.—Charles R. Flint, one 
of the Unitef States delegates to the Pan- 
American Congress, a member of the well- 
known firm of Flint & Co., in the South Amer- 
ican tgade, Treasurer ofthe New York Com- 
mercial Co., limited, which deals on a large 
scale with Brazil, and is the largest importer 
of rubber and other goodsfrom that country 
into the United States, was seen by a report- 
er yesterdayin reference to the reciprocity 
treaty just concluded between Brazil and the 
United States. Mr. Flint expressed himself 
strongly in approval of this convention, 
which he characterized as the most impor- 
tant event in the commercial history of thé 
United States for many years. He thought 


that it would be of immense benefit to both 


countries, and would giveanew and strong 
impetustoour manufacturing and agricultural 
interests. Mr. Flint said thmt he was 
greatly impressed with the shrewd states- 
manship and far-sightedness of Mr. Blaine 
in perfecting this, the first treaty of recip- 
rocity with a country like Brazil with its im- 
mense possibilities, both as a consuming 
market of our products and as a sugar-pro- 
ducing country. This was, in Mr. Flint’s 
opinion, a masterstroke, which gave us the 
key to the position, as it were, in treating 
with Spain. TheUnited States occupied a 
vantage ground¢rom which they could al- 
most dictate their own terms to Cuba and 
Porto Rico, the prosperity of which was en- 
tirely dependent ‘on their retaining the 
American market and those islands would 
have to grant such reciprocity as we would 
in fairness be entitled to or go into bank- 
ruptcy or revolution. 
WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 

‘‘With this advantage, in your opinion, 
what should be done?’’ 

‘*I should gay that Cuba admit all our prod- 
ucts free of duty.’’ 

‘* And if she did not?’’ 

‘*If she did not I would build a wall and 
shut her out. That would fetch her to 
terms.’’ 

‘*Oould Brazil supply us with sugar?’’ 

‘*Not amply, perhaps, but with reciprocity 
her sugar production would develop wonder- 
fully. Itis now only about 60,000 tons, where- 
as we consume over 1,200,000 tons. About 
150,000 tons are imported to the United States 
from Brazil. In competition with Cuba and 
Porto Ricointhe production of sugar Brazil 
has, under this convention, an advantage of 
40 per cent, which means a rapid and 
vast increase in her export supply. 
It was the original purpose of this 
treaty to benefit a few interests, 
such as flourand petroleum, but Mr. Blaine 
has extended and expanded it until it 
covers almost every industry and product in 
this country. The balance of trade with 
Brazil has been strongly against us. Our 
importations have averaged about $70,000,000 
annually, while our shipments have been 
only about $9,000,000 a balance of $61,000,000 in 
Brazill’s favor. Europe has supplied her 
with cotton goods tothe extent of $20,000,000, 


while we havé sent her only about $500,000 


worth.In the treaty,all this will be changed.’’ 

‘*‘Have not all the effects of the treaty been 
anticipated by merchants trading with 
Brazil?’’ 3 

‘‘No; for the reason thatthe terms of the 
treaty were tinmknown. But since the con- 
ditions have been placed before the country 
the merchants have entered into large trans- 
actions to be madeafter April1, when the 
treaty goes into effect.’’ 

CONGRESS MUST ACT. 

‘*Will not this increased trade bring about 
a revival of shipping?’’ 

‘*‘Not unless Congress does something. 
There are three things that we havealways 
needed to give us complete and satisfactory 
commercial relations with Brazil—reciproc- 
ity, transportation and inter-American bank- 
ing facilities. Reciprocity we now have. As 
to transportation, you Know as much about 
that asIdo. Congress must act before we 
can accomplish more in that direction. The 
banking facilities we have are practically 
nothing. Our balance of trade with Brazil 
we have adjusted entirely through European 
banks. ‘The importati@ns of rubber from 
Brazilto this country amount to $35,000,000 
annually, andI have no hesitation in saying 
that 99 per cent of this sum is through Euro- 
pean banks. We must have an finter-Ameri- 
can bank to prevent-the transfer of ‘all this 
money to Europe.’’ 

‘‘What are the prospects of establishing 
such an institution?’’ 

‘‘They depend on the Speaker, Mr. Reed. 
Such a bank was recently recommended by 
the Pan-American Congress, favored by Sec- 
retary Blaine in his reportto the President, 
recommended by Mr. Harrison in his message 
to Congress, and the Committeeon Banking 
and Currency have reported unanimously in 
favor of it. The Chairman of that committee 
has asked Mr. Reed for a day for its cOnsider- 
ation, and the matter is now in the Speaker’s 
hands. The fact that Mr. Windom spoke of 
it in his speech before the Board of Trade and 
Transportation a few minutes before his 
death shows the need of such a bank.’’ 

BLAINE’S REMARK. 

In conclusion Mr. Flint said: ‘‘Mr. Blaine 
said to me a Gay or two ago, in reference to 
this convention, ‘It enables us to sell watch 
springs in exchange for pig-iron.’ ’’ 

‘‘Thatis the whole thing in a nut-shell. 
Every trader will appreciate the force of that 
remark.’’ 

**I fear the average American does not?’’ 

**Well, it means simply this: We sell man- 
ufactured articles in exchange for raw 
products.

It isto 
reach these that the circular has evidently 
been issued and itleaves no course open but 
a direct expressigi of opinion. The circular 
directs that a conference of the clergy of the 
diocese is to be hdd in the Cathedral on Fifth 
avenue on Feb, 18 and itis expected that 200 
priests will be pr@ent. Three questions will 
be discussed in the conference and every 
priest will be reqtired to submit a paper con- 
taining his views for each of them. In refer- 
ence to the land \doctrines the Archbishop 
lays down these two propositions: ‘‘ Albertus, 
a man imbued with the principles of the 
moderate Socialist, believes that he hasa 
right to attend thete meetings at which 
the property of indivifuals in land Is at- 
tacked. He is advisediby a friend, an excel- 
lent Catholic, that hp |s in serious danger. 
He answers that he is le no wrong, since 


the matter is merely pditical and beyond the 
province of ecclestiastcal authority. How- 
ever, to please his triefd he goes to confes- 
sions.

Streeter Committed to the Republicans on 
National Issues— Long Jones Still 
,Scheming—What the Leader of the 
“Big Three’ Says of the Situation— 
Events in Illinois—State News, 


SPRINGFIELD, l., Feb. 7.—The Ghost of the 
Morrison letter continues to bob around and 
bother the Democrats more or less. But the 
sentiment in favor of Palmer is too, strongly 
engrained in the rank and file for them to give 
himup now. This the Republicans begin to 
realize, although the realization has 
come very slowly. Carter Harrison’s en- 
dorsement of the letter’s sentiments has not 
affected the situation in the least. It amuses 
people who understand the past of these two 
men to see them agreeing upon such a 
momentous question. Their paths long since 
have, to all apparent knowledge of such 
things, been widely divergent. But th‘s time 
they are much together. The attack of the 
corporation power on Palmer has only served 
to solidify the Democratic column, and all 
efforts to substitute some ofe else for him 
have been met with répulse. 

WILL REMAIN TO THE END. 

One thing is ceftain and that is that Palmer 
will either be elected or go down in the defeat 
of his party. His strongholds in the southern 
and central parts of the State should be 
heard from, and in no uncertain tones. 
Again, yesterday, the Demotrats opposed the 
adjournment of the Joint Assembly until 
next Tuesday, desiring to ballot every day, 
with the exception of Sunday. The Repub- 
lican Steering Committee, however, held a 
meeting late in the afternoon and issued a 
decree that all members who desired 
could go home. This was the gause 
of an exodus, and the Democratic 
Steering Committee found it a hard matter to 
hold their forces, but by the display of gréat 
tact they succeeded ,‘urging that it was abso- 
lutely necessary at this juncture to hold to- 
gether. To-day, when the Legislature con- 
venes, the regulation 101 votes will be cast for 
Palmer, and should Moore and Cockrell re- 
main here and vote for Streeter Palmer will 
be elected.

The Stories of Midwife Hotson and 
Laura Fitts’ Mother. 


THE DRAMATIC SCENE IN CHIEF HARRI- 
GAN’S OFFICE TO-DAY, 


Mrs. Fitts Denounces the Midwife and 
Then Turns Her Back on Her—Dash- 
‘man Summoned to the Four Courts— 
Other Witnesses Sent For and Startling 
Developments Made. 


The investigation of the mystery of Laura 
Fitts’ death this morning took a direction 
and character which promises to develope 
important results and to end in a speedy 
clearing up of the tangle caused by a bungling 
inqueste Chief Harrigan has taken charge of 
the affair, and there was a scene in his office 
to-day which is by far the most significant 
yet witnessed in the _ strange case, 
and which closed with the Fitts mys- 
tery far nearer soltition than it has been 
ao the goes the POST-DISPATOCH ex- 

re made possible to speedily appre- 
hend the parties who are renmaneliae, Sor 
Laura Fitts’ death. The scene to-day in the 
Chief’s office was one in which all the princi- 
pal characters in the case were gathered face 
to face, and it was sensational from begin- 
ning to end, lasting, as it did, through sev- 
eralhours. Chief Harrigan was assisted in 
his investigations by Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond, and both of them pursued their ex- 
aminations with a closeness and shrewdness 
in refreshing contrast with the previous con- 
duct of the case. 

MRS. FITTS AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

At 10:30 o’clock Mr. and Mrs. Fitts, the 
parents ofthe murdered girl, accompanied 
by Lawyer Riddle, appeared at the Four 
Courts and were conducted to the Chief’s 
office. They had come for the purpose of de- 
manding and assisting in a thorough inves- 
tigation of the mystery surrounding their 
daughter’s death, and Mrs. Fitts brought 
with her some additional evidence showing 
that relations had been established between 
Geo. W. Dashman and the girl at the lodge 
they both attended, which were unknown to 
the Fitts family and which bore strongly upon 
the case as it now stands. The evidence was 


cued: wegen, #0, Ontet Harrigan, her 
story is a string of falsehoods !’’ 

The midwife flushed quickly and bit her 
lips, as Mrs. Fitts added: ‘‘I have two wit- 
nesses to prove what I say; and this woman’ s 
story is not the true one!’’ 

‘*It is true,’? came, the low reply, ‘‘andT 
am not going to changeit. You are mistaken 
in saying I told you what Laura herself told 
you, Oh! if that poor girl could hear how her 
name is being dragged through the mud,’’ 
and midwife Hotson turned and looked the 
girl’s mother fll in the face, ‘‘she would not 
rest easy in her grave!’’ 

Mrs, Fitts, ‘at..this startling move of the 
midwife’s, lookéd the speaker in the eyes for 
fully a minute and then without a word 
turned her back on her. The action was full 
of dramatic strength and even Mrs. Hotson 
felt its sigtifficance and flushed again. She 
finished her story as nearly as possible as she 
had privately told it and then sat with her 
head bowed, the shadow of her hat almost 
hiding her face.

IN BATTLE LINE. 


A Great Strike Threatened in the Con- 
nelilsville Coke Region. 

New York, Feb. 7.—The Herald to-day 
prints a Pittsburg special which states that 
beginning next Monday the Connelisville 
coke region is expected to be the scene of 
what willin many respects be the hardest 
fought battle between labor and capital in 
this historic Western Pennsylvania, where 
contests involving great interests have fora 
generation been common. On one side will 
be ranged the coke operators, strong with 
the profits of a prosperous decade, and 
headed by the -representative of An- 
drew Carnegie. On the other will stand 
17,000 working men, compactly organized 
and led by men who have the confidence of 
the miners of the whole country. The em- 
ployes demand anincrease of wages of 12% 
per cent, that scales shall be located at every 
mine, and that one of their representatives 
be permitted tostand at these scales to see 
that just weight is recorded for each car. 
The operators insist that instead of an ad- 
vance in wages the workmen shall accept a 
reduction of 10 per cent, and they decline to 
discuss the other propositions. 


Indiana Mining Troubles. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 7.—All the miners 
employed in all the coal mines along the line 
of the Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis Rall- 
road between this city and Huntinburg, Ind., 
with the exception of one mineat Chandler 
Station, have gone out on a strike. The prime 
cause of the trouble is that it is impossible for 
operators who mine their coal by manual la- 
bor to compete with-machine mining. They 
were compelled in the face of this competition 
to reduce the scale of wages, which resulted 
in astrike. 


A Strike Averted. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 7.—The threatened 
danger of a strike on the Oanadian Pacific 
Railway has been averted by the company 
meeting the men half way in their demand. 
After a conference lasting eight hours Thurs- 
day and six hours yesterday between the 
management of the railroad and the men, 
the management agreed to raise the wages of 
its employes about 10 per cent. This was 
considered satisfactory, and all trouble is 
over.

A strange conflict of stories was then 
brought about byMrs.Hotson’s statement that 
the only other person in her house was a lady 
who was expecting to be sick at any mo- 
ment, and she most earnestly begged that the 
lady be not brought down to the Four Courts, 
It so happened that Mrs. Hotson, on a previ- 
ous occasion, is reported to have said that 
this lady did not expect to be sick 
for two months, and had been much 
chagrined by the fact that Laura 
Fitts’ case had been finished sO 
quickly, while she would have to remain 
for two monthsat the Hotson place. Mrs. 
Hotson was closely pressed on this point, and 
finally said that the lady’s sickness might 
have been hastened by the excitement and 
numerous visitors at the house during the 
past week. Chief Harrigan first ordered that 
the lady’s statement be taken at the house, 
but it islikely that she may yet be brought 
down to the Four Courts to testify. 

OTHER SIGNIFICANT POINTS. 

Mrs. Hotson also stated that the cab in 
which she took Laura Fitts home was or- 
dered by afgentleman friend who happened 
to dropin just at that moment. She would 
not give his name. A strong pressure was 
brought to bear on her to secure a statement 
of the last night when her friend Frank Wall 
was at her house, and the num- 
ber of times he had been there 
during the past two weeks, but without avail, 
as the midwife’s memory suddenly failed her 
onthat point.

JOHN GRASS AND AMERICAN HORSE 
SPEAK FOR THEIR PEOPLE. 


The Indian: View of How Affairs on the 
Reservations Should Be Conducted— 
Gen. Noble’s Address—People Present 
at the Interviews—Proceedings in the 
House and Senate—Washington News. 


F WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.—The conference 
between Secretary Noble and the Sioux Indian 
delegation was begun this morning at the 
Interior Department. The Secratary of War 
and Mrs. Proctor and Miss Proctor were 
present, and also the wife of Secretary Noble 
and Miss Halstead. Others prominent in the 
work for the Indians were interested spec- 
tators.. ' 

The conference was opened by Secretary 
Noble, who said: ‘‘You were represented 
here just after the agreement with Gen. 
Crook was made. You made certain requests 
and complaints at that time and you re- 
ceived certain promises from me. There has 
been trouble since then and you have come 
again to say what you think proper 
as to the cause of that trouble 
and)6 to make i any further com- 
plaints that you. may see fit. The 
Secretary is here to tell you that he has kept 
his word, but if there is anything more he 
can do through friendship for the Sioux, he is 
ready to do it. He is your friend, and the 
Great Father has told him to be y@ur friend. 
He wants you totalk to him as a friend and 
he will meet you in the same spirit.’’ 

The Secretary then asked if the Indians had 
made any arrangements about speakers. He 
could not hear them all, but he would listen 
toafewand desired them to speak briefly. 
He added that if noobjection was made he 
would hear from John Grass, Hollow Horn, 
Bear, American Horse, Two Strike, Hump 
and Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horses. 

In response Louis Rencoltre said that this 
arrangement was not satisfactery, as it was 
desired that each agency should be 
represented in the speaker. The 
Secretary replied that he would hear John 
Grass and American Horse and then take 
counsel with them as to who should follow. 
John Grass then came forward, Rev. C. 8. 
Cook, the Episcopal minister at Pine Ridge, 
acted asinterpreter. Grass at once began to 
speak ofthe recent trouble among the In- 
dians, the origin of which he did not know. 
They had come for the purpose of conferring 
with the Secretary in regard to the matter. 
The Indians, he said did not desire to be driv- 
en back to their wild life, but wished to 
consult with the President sO as 
to determine uponthefuture. The Indians 
thought it desirable that the agents should be 
civiliansrather than military. In the past 
he said, the Indian agents had opportunities 
to steal, but now it was difficult for them to 
adopt such practices. The agents in late 
years, he said, were good men. In speaking 
of his own reservation, that of Stand- 
ing Rock, the threatened trouble had been 
put down by’ the Indian police. 

EXTRA SESSION OF THE SENATE. 

NEw YORK, Feb. 7.—The Sun has the follow-

SIOUX GRIEVANCES. 


Some Facts Concerning the Management 
,of the Pine Ridge Agency. 


A LETTER WHICH WILL THROW LIGHT 
UPON .THE POLICY. 


The Views of the Interior Department as 
to the Improbability of Practicing 
Abuses, and the Facts Showing That 
They Are Actually Practicéd—Some- 
thing for Congressional Consideration. 


Washington officials have recently given in- 
terviews on the recent Indian troubles in 
which, while they admit that evils may arise 
and do arise from the present system, they 
exonerate the administration, including all 
subordinates, from any blame for the Sioux 
troubles. A number of statements are made 
which may sound well in Washington 
but no one who had _  =~visited the 
Sioux Reservation would ever make them. 
Some days ago the PosT-DISPATCH published 
the correspondence between Capt. Dougherty, 
the acting agent, and Mr. John Darr, the 
chief herder, Darr had been discharged on 
Dec, 17, by ex-Agent Royer, afterhe had re- 
fused to resign. The entry on the books 
was that Mr. Darr had resigned on 
Dec. 5. In his written statement 
Mr. Darr said that heasked Agent Royer for 
the cause of his removal and Agent Royer 
told him that while hé"had nothing against 
him a number of Senator Moody’s friends 
who were cattlemen wantea him removed 
and he had todoit. Darradded that he had 
aroused the enmity ofthe stockmen because 
he would not permit them to run their cattle 
on the beef range onthe northern border of 
the reservation. Here is another letter which 
sheds some light on the administration of 
Indian affairs. The writer is interested in 
cattle, the recipient is a halfbreed who is an 
applicant for a position as a herder. 

RaPip Crry, 8. D., Oct. 27, 1890. 
Wm. D. McGaa, Pine Ridge Agency, 8S. D.: 

Hon. G. C. Moody will be here Wedrfesday. I will 
see him personally. Ithinkthere will be no doubt 
about your appointmentifIcan doit. I have seen 
several stockmen and they allfavor you. I will let 
you hear from me after I see Moody. Yours, 

FRED. HOLCOMB. 

It needs no Daniel to come to judgment to 
tell now how great an influence the stock- 
men have in Indian affairs and evena mind 
which cannot fathom the intricacies of a 
Winchester rifle can comprehend the interest 
the stockmen takein the appointment of a 
herder. A parallel case to this, which con- 
cerned the Omahas and Winnebagos, will be 
related later. 

When Agent Gallagher, who was con- 
demned in the Washington interview, but 
who is praised by the Indians, took charge of 
the agency, he made no inquiry into the poll- 
tics of the employes and when he was re- 
moved his force of ten employes was made up 
of six Republicans and four Democrats. 
When Agent Royer arrived he removed the 
Democrats and appointed Republicans in 
their places. George P. Comer, clerk; 
T. J. Reedy, blacksmith; J. T. Darr, herder; 
and R. M. Tatman, farmer, all went out. 
R. O. Pugh, Republican issue clerk under 
Gallagher, was made herder; Bishop J. 
Gleason was appointed clerk; W. H. Mc- 
Dowell, blacksmith; F. 8. Kingsbury, issue 
clerk, and Wm. F. Steel, farmer. - 

Mr. Gleason, the new clerk, was absolutely 
incompetent. The rules require that the 
funds shall be accounted for under the proper 
heads of appropriation, and inthe front of 
the ledger is a printed form showing how the 
accounts should be kept. Mr. Gleason 
filled and spoiled seven pages of 
the ledger vainly trying to follow 
that form and open the books. He did not 
succeed in any case. The regulations require 
that a monthly report under proper heads of 
appropriation shall be made to the Interior 
Department. Mr. Gleason took Charge of the 
office on Oct. 6, 1890, and went out Dec. 3, 
1890. During that time he madeno such re- 
ports. When, after two months of ineffectual 
effort, Mr. Gleason proved himself incompe- 
tent, he was removed and Mr. Comer was re- 
called. Sincethen the reports have been 
made and the books of the office kept as the 
law requires, and Mr. Comer is still in the 
office. 

THE SECRETARY’S VIEWS. 

The Secretary of the Interior says that the 
Sioux have been given arable lands, plows 
and hoes and they ought totillthe soil. You 
can raise just as much wheat on a yellow pine 
floor as you can on the Sioux Reservation. 
Nothing grows there but a rank prairie grass 
and there are spots covering acres which are 
absolutely bare. Along the creeks, and a 
humorist must have given them that name, 
a few stunted pines grow, but that ts all. 
Sometimes, after snow melts, there is water 
in these creeks, and at other times there is 
none, Beforethe recent snow, in fact when 
the battle was fought, you could walk for ten 
miles in the bed of Wounded Knee Creek with- 
out getting the soles of your shoes wet. The 
soilis so dry thatit is always dusty except 
after a snow melts and they have sandstorms 
there instead of rain. White farmers who 
know how to cultivate the land almost starve 
there and at this present time I believe the 
State of Nebraska is raising a fund 
to aid its starving farmers. The land of 
Western Nebraska is far better than that of 
Southern Dakota, yet white farmers cannot 
succeed there, and for the same reason that 
no one can succeed on the Sioux reservation 
—because there is no water. Irrigate the 
land and it is fertile, otherwise it is a barren 
waste and will grow nothing under the sun 
but prairie grass, not even weeds. 

The statement is made by officials that 
Agent Gallagher was obnoxious and there- 
fore was removed. He may have been ob- 
noxious to the stockmen but he was not so 
with Indians. They said that while he was 
there they had no trouble, but after Dr. 
Roger came their rations grew less and less 
until they were starving. Red Cloud said 
this, so did Fast Thunder, Spotted Elk, No 
Neck, Rocky Bear, Young-Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Horses, any quantity of them, 

STEALING IMPOSSIBLE. 

The officials also said that jt was impossi- 
bie for an Indian agent to steal without being 
caught. Where bank cashiers can steal 
hundreds of thousands, Sergeants-at-Arms 
can steal Representatives’ salaries, an Indian 
agent, who has no other superior than a 
special agent, who. visits him once in a while 
to check over the accounts, cannot steal. He 
and his men weigh out and measure out 
everything that goes to the Indians and if 
they issue short rations and charge 
full rations the Indians couid prove 
it on them when the special agent 
comes, If the positions which could be filled 
by educated Indians were given them then 
the Indians would have a check on their 
agent, the Government would have kept its 
promise to give the agency work to educated 

, and one of the grievances would be 
removed, but the correspondence already 
given tells why that cannot be. 

And now concerning the Winnebagos and 

, Whose reservation is in Nebraska, 
shows how Indian affairs are neglected. Two 
yearsago the agent applied for military aid 
to remove cattle which belonged to white 
men, from the reservation. Lieut. Mallory of 
the Second Infantry was sent out there to do 
the work. Lieut. Mallory is an intelligent, 
careful officer, and before 


| the two last classes were keeping their prom- 
ises with more or less good faith. 

Lieut. Mallory made areport embodying 
these facts and sent it to the headquarters of 
the division in Omaha, with a request for in- 
structions. In reply he received instructions 
to remove at. once all those who had no pre- 
tense of a right to be on the reservation, but 
not to remove those who had, until he re- 
ceived further instructions, as his report had 
been forwarded to Washington to the War 
and Indian Departments. Lieut. Mallory re- 
moved all of the first class, and he called 
the othefs up and told them that 
while he did mot recognize their 


right to be on the reservation since no con- 


tract could legally be made with the Indians 
unless it was approved bythe Interior De- 
partment, ani though he might at any time 
receive instructions to remove them, still if 
they paid the Indians what they owed them 
up to date they would not be disturbed. 

The Interior Department has never acted 
on that report, or ifit did the fact is not pub- 
licly known. , 

Lieut. Mallory waited three months for 
further instructions but none came, and 
finally he notified headquarters that he had 
degenerated into a claims collector for the 
Indians and he was recglled. Last year the 
same thing occ ; the agent asked for 
military aid in removing cattle, and Lieut. 
Mall was sent out again but this time 
with ofders not to act himself but to assist 
the agent. Lieut. Mallory arrived with 
his command and waited. The agent 
aid nothing and Lieut. Mallory 
did the same. The agent wanted 
Lieut. Mallory to cleay the reservation, but 
Lieut. Mallory told him his orders were to as- 
sist the agent. Two weeks passed, and final- 
ly finding that he could not get rid ofthe re- 
sponsibility, the agent rounded up about 20,- 
000 head of cattle, and Lieut. Mallory saw 
that he was not prevented from driving them 
off the reservation, and when that bunch was 
driven off that ended the matter. - 

AN UNENFORCED STATUTE. 

There is a Federal statute which imposesa 
fine of $1,000 upon any one who returns to an 
Indian reservation cattle that have been 
driven off. Lieut. Mallory madea report 
recommending thai these men who had vio- 
lated the law be prosecuted. The United 
States District Attorney took up the matter 
and began prosecution against one man who 
had returned threé¢ times. The case was 
called, the witnessés were on hand, but the 
case was continued until nextterm. It was 
called then, continued again, and that was 
the last of it. 

A ‘representative cf the Interior Depart- 
ment saidtome: ‘‘Ii you wish to, you can 
make the statement in print that in the 
whole: history of Indian affairs the Indians 
have never broken a treaty and the Govern- 
ment has never kept one, and if youare 
called on for confirmation of the statement 
refer to the Interior Department. The In- 
terior Department does not admit that it is at 
fault ; it does allitcan to keep the treaties, 
but Congressmen find other uses for the 
money and the Interfor Department cannot 
get enough to fulfill the promises of the Gov- 
ernment to the Indians.’’ 

This rather surprising statement suggests a 
remedy for the Indian troubles. Now~the 
poor red man has no voice and he is the ward 
of no one, his guardians are not in Congress. 
Give him a vote and certain Congressmen will 
sudenly discover that it is cheaper to fight for 
an appropriation which will meet the wants 
of the Indians than it fis to spend $6,000,000 in 
less than two months, as the Government has 
recently done, subduing an uprising of a few 
thousand poor creatures who have been 
starved and swindled.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 5.—The total cost 
of the Indian war just closed, according to 
the report of the Secretary of War to Con- 
gress wag $1,300,000. The principal items 
were transportation of troops and supplies, 
$935,016; extra clothing, camp and garrison 
equipage, $187,702; hqrses and ponies, $70,000, 
and difference in cos} of supplies in fleld and 
the post contract prices, $87,000. The total 
cost may finally réad $2,000,000.

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DISTANT PROVINCES. 


The New York WoRLD objects to the ac-\ 


quisition of such foreign and distant coun- 
tries as the Sandwich Islands, which would 
have to be governed from Washington by 
methods tending to impair and deprave 
our republican institutions. It says we 
ought not to advocate self-government for 
ourselves, and arbitrary government for 
others, and that we have made a serious 
mistake in participating in this kind of 
rule in Samoa. 

The WORLD is right, because our Gov- 
ernment was made for this continent and 
has all that it can do to rule that in repub- 
lican fashion. Distant foreign acquisitions 
would cost more than they would ever be 
worth if admitted as co-equal States into 
the Union, and for any other purpose we 
cannot afiord to have them. They would 
become the seats of such monopolies as the 
Alaska fur seal company in Alaska and 
CLAUs SPRECKELS’ sugar plantation mo- 
nopoly in the Sandwich Islands, These 
have already manifested their corrupting 
influence in Washington, and no man can 
foresee the end of the troubles they are yet 
to involve us in. 

Rome’s distant provinces brought her 
first a plutocracy, and the CaisAus fol- 
lowed. Our Congress is chosen to govern 
here at home, and the less it has to do with 
provinces across the sea, or with the 
millionaires who will be permitted to mo- 
nopolize them, the better for us.

CITY POLICE POWERS. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois has decided 
that the Chicago Superintendent of Police 
cannot be clothed by ordinance with the 
power to suppress street processions or fix 
the times and places within which they 
will be allowed. Thecourt holds that the 
power to do this is granted to the munici- 
pality as a legislative power and cannot be 
transferred as an arbitrary authority to one 
man. The liberty of the citizen, it says, 
is subverted when it ceases to be regulated 
by law and depends upon the discretion of 
an Officer. Chicago thought that the city 
was surrendered to anarchy and that chaos 
had come again a year or so ago when 
Judge TULEY delivered a decision denying 
the right of her police to prohibit and sup- 
press public meetings as the Royal Con- 
stabulary do in Ireland. State authority 
is continually interfering to protect the 
landmarks of free government in Chicago, 
and some of her people will think as hard 
of the Supreme Court for this decision as 
they still think of the Governor for object- 
ing to a government of martial law ad- 
ministered by United States regulars after 
the great fire.

BEFORE considering bills to embark the 


State in the school book publishing busi- 
ness, the General Assembly should read the 
letter written by California’s Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Ika G. Horrt, to 
the editor of the Philadel phia Record. As one 
of the original advocates of State publica- 
tion Mr. Horrr is reluctantly obliged to 
confess that a four years’ trial of it in Cali- 
fornia has proved it a failure and a costly 
one. Only ten of the thirteen text books 
proposed have been completed, and of the 
ten published only two have met the ap- 
proval of the public school teachers, and 
the convention of California School Super- 
intendents in December last adopted a 
resolution severely criticising and disap- 
proving the others and demanding a 
thorough revision of them by competent 
authors. Yet it cost the State $400,000 to 
issue 50,000 copies of each of these books, 
and Mr. Hort says the State can purchase 
books in the open market at wholesale 
cheaper than it can manufacture them. 


THB bill to appropriate $70,008 a year to 
maintain county institutes for one month 
in each county, and eight or ten district 
institutes for another month in summer for 
the training of teachers, is something more 
than a confession of the failure or inade- 
quacy of our various normal schools. It 
proposes to draw the schools into politics 
by making the Governor, Secretary of 
State, Attorney-General and Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools a State Board of Ed- 
ucation with power to appoint institute 
conductors and fix their salaries. What 
nice little political machines the State Ad- 
ministration, the Governor especially, 
would have in these district and county in- 
stitutes, schooled by his salaried favorites 
for two months every year! Through them 
he would have his hand on every school 
district in the State, the best organization 
for working primaries in every county that 
has yet been put into the hands of any 
busy political schemers

‘Louis Insane Asylum. 


EFFORTS TO SECURE A FAIR APPROPRIA- 
TION FROM THE ASSEMBLY. 


Supt. Atwood Tells Why the State 
Should Bear a Heavier Portion of the 
Burden—The Farmer Members Shouting 
for Retrenchment Reform—An 
Illiberal Spirit Tow St.Louis. 

; 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 7.—Mr. Church 
of St. Louis introduced a resolution in the 
House this morning pfoviding forthe ap- 
pointment of a committee to visit the St. 
Louis Insane Asylum, which was passed with- 
out opposition. Speaker pro tem. Florea 
was in the Chairand dif not name ti com- 
mittee. There seems to be a feeling in favor 
of cutting the appropriation for the asylum 
and Mr. Church is confident that if he can get 
an intelligent committee to visit the asylum 
it will recommend the appropriation of what 
is asked. 

The School Book Committee this morning 
reported its substitute text book bill provia- 
ing for a commission that shall Contract with 
publishing houses for publishing books. The 
bill is less radical than any that went before 
the committee. Its consideration was made 
a special order for a week from~-next Thurs- 
day. A bill providing for extending the 
jurisdiction of justices of the peace to suits 
involving not more than $300 was passed. 

At noon the House adjourned util Monday. 

FAVOR RETRENCHMENT. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
is now wrestling with the estimates for the 
eleemosynary institutions of the State. The 
committee has divided up the appropriations 
into a series of bills and one of these will be 
devoted to the tharitable and re- 
form institutions  ynder the State 
control. There is a disposition 
on the part of several of the committeemen 
to cut down expenses,and make no excep- 
tion with the insane asylums and other insti- 
tutions. Lyman of Kansas City, the Chair- 
man of this committe¢, is thoroughly in line 
with the farmer mentbers on this subject, 
and it may be that the unfortunate insane 
will be compelled to subsist on rather limited 
bill of fare forthe néext two years. If the 
farmers whorun things in the assembly act 
as they talk there willbe some lively kicking 
all along the line when the appropriation bill 
is passed. The farmers have a motto which 
they fire off on every occasion that presents 
itself. That is to ‘*‘cut down salaries, 
fees and expenses generally to keep 
in line with the reduced prices of farm 
products.’’ Davis of Henry County was the 
first to declare himself in this strain. 

MORE MONEY WANTED. 

The st. Louis delegation tn both branches 
have resolved to ask nothing of any conse- 
quence in the matter of appropriations aside 
from a fair amount to assist in the main- 
tenance of the Sst. Louis insane. There 
are at present 1,025 insane patients at the In- 
sane Asylum and Poor-house, nearly as many 
asare housed in the three State asylums at 
Fulton, St. Joseph and Nevada. The three 
asylums known as State institutions are sup- 
ported entirely by the State. The St. Louis 
institution, though it cafes for its own in- 
sane and many others, shipped in the 
city from all parts of the State and else- 
where, receives very litte aid. For the past 
two years it has been recpivying $35,000 a year, 
which is less than one-fourth of the actual 
cost of feeding, clothing and housing the in- 
mates. Last evening 8t. Louis was givena 
hearing before the Appropfiations Commit- 
tee. The city gets so little from the Legisla- 
ture, that it congratwatei itself even on 
getting a hearing. | 

DR. ATWOOD’S ARGUMENT. 
Dr. Le Grand Atwood, sh Superintendent 


of the St. Louis Asylum, mafe a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the eae dad appropriation 
asked by the city. Hestartid out by saying 
that he was delegated to lay ‘the facts and 
figures before the committe and leave it to 
their sense of justice to treat the 
metropolis of the State fairly. He 
did not come before them tq demand anything 
but simply to, prove by uncontrovertibie 
facts that the City Asylum should be treated 
with a more generous handthanit has been 
in the past. He referjed to the impression 
that so widely prevailed that the country is 
not disposed to deal kindly with the city and 
regretted that there was any cause for such 
talk. ‘‘There is no reason,’ ’he said, ‘‘why the 
State and city should not be on the friendliest 
terms and likewise there is no reason why 8t. 
Louis should not be treated properly in the 
distribution ofthe State moneys. Our city 
willingly pays its burden of the State taxes 
and we pay more than one-third of the entire 
amount atthat. We lave nearly one-fifth of 
all the population of the State in 
St. Louis and they area good law-abiding 
people, who takea pride in,the rapid progress 
made by the State.’’ Dr. Atwood then 
showed how people were shipped in the city 
to be cared for at the expense of the munict- 
pality. Alarge proportion of the inmates of 
the Insane Asylum, City Hospital, Female 
Hospital and like institutions were from the 
State. The city did not ask the State 
for a penny for any Mstitution excepting the 
‘Insane Asylum, Hethen gave an abstract of 
the appropriations made for Insane Asylum 
purposes by the Assembly two years for the 
years 1889 and 1890. The figures are as fol- 
lows:

RATHER SMALL BUSINESS. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
has some rather peculiar reform notions, and 
one of the most peculiar of these is to give the 
metropolitan city of the State a blow in every , 
Stage of ‘the legislative mill, A couple of 
weeks ago Chairman Lyman, who h from 
Kansas City, introduced a bill to repeal an 
old act under which the Circuit Attorney of 
St. Louis has been paid $350 a year by the 
State for representing it in various civil mat- 
ters. The act was passed When there was a. 
Circuit Attorney in every judicial circuit in 
the State. Later acts legislated all the 
Circuit Attorneys out of existence ex- 
cepting the St. Louls office. The 
act allowing the $3850 a year, however, has 
never been repealed and is nowin force. 
When Mr. Lyman’s committee made this dis- 
covery they eagerly seized the ideathat this 
item offered a chance for some retrenchment, 
The result wasthe introduction of Mr. Ly- 
man’s bill to repeal the law and thereby 
leave the city of St. Louis to pay the entire 
salary of that officer without, any aid from 
the State, and this bill has already goneto 
engrossment. Now, for the singular action 
ofthe committee. When the appropriation 
bill was prepared the allowance for the Cir- 
cuit Attorney was omitted entirely 
on the theory that the bill replacing 
the old act would certainly become a law. 
Yesterday afternoon the House considered in 
Committee of the Whole the bill making the 
appropriations for the civil officers for the 
coming two years. 

TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

The bill came up unexpectedly, and only 
five members of the St. Louis delegation were 
in their seats, the others having left for 
home on the afternoon train. When 
sec. 3 was reached Representatives Church 
and Ryan discovered that in the items mak- 
ing up the appropriations for the judicial 
department there was no reference whatever 
to the Circuit Attorney®s allowance. A hasty 
consultation was held and an amendment 
was hurriedly prepared by Ryan restoring 
the item. He made an argument in 
which he alluded tothe services the Circuit 
Attorney is called upon to render the State 
other than the prosecution of felonies for 
which he is paid by the city. He referred to 
several cases when the official in q ion 
was called upon to represoit 
Attorney-General in very impo t pro- 
ceedings. Ex-Attorney-General McIntyre; 
who represents Cole County in the House, 
spoke in the same strain. He said that the 
proposed reduction was a species of false 
economy ang ought not to be tolerated. He 
went further and said the refusal of the 
Assembly to appropriate the amount named 
would give out the impression that the 
House was disposed to descend to small 
matters to hit at the metropolis of the State. 
Acity paying the heavy end of the State 
taxes, he argued, ought not to be treated in 
sucha manner. His appeal was in vain, as 
the farmers a few minutes later voted down 
the amendment and then laughed at the cha- 
grin of the St. Louis representatives. The St. 
Louls members propose to make a big fight 
when the bill comes up for engrossment to 
prevent what they denounce as a ‘‘small and 
contemptible piece of legislation.’’ They 
will also exert every effort to defeat Bois- 
seau’s bill to reduce the salaries of the Re- 
corder of Deeds about one-half. The 
recorders of St. Louis, Kansas City,St. Joseph 
and elsewhere have been here trying to 
head off the reformers, so faras their offices 
are concerned.

STRUCK BY AN ENGINE. 


Prof. Geo. B,. Dedge of Alton Instantly 
Killed. 


Aton, Ill., Feb. 7.—Early this morning 
Prof. George B. Dodge was instantly killed 
while attempting to reach the ‘‘Flyer’’ pas- 
senger train on the Bee Line Railroad. The 
accident occurred inthis way: At 7 o’clock 
each morning two accommodation trains, 
one on the Bee Line and one on the Chicago & 
Alton, leave this city for St. Louis, andas 
there is considerable rivalry between those 
roads for the Alton trade, the trains are run 
very fast and reached the Upper Alton Station 
about the same time this morning. Prof, 
Dodge was in the depot of the Alton road 
waiting for the Bee Line train, and in cross- 
ing the track of this road to reach his train 
he was struck by the O, & A. engine, and hor- 
ribly mangled, the entire train passing over 
his body. The remains of the unfortunate 
man was gathered up and taken to the home 
he had so recently left in good health. 

Prof. Dodge was about 55 years of age, and 
leaves a widow and two sons.

BRIDGE ARBITRARY. 


Local Shippers Determined the Offensive 
Tax Shall Be Abolished. 


A MEETING CALLED FOR NEXT MONDAY 
TO DISCUSS THE MATTER. 
g g, 


St. Louis Must Be Made a Terminal Point— 
This Morning’s Session of the Trans- 
portation Committee of the Merchants’ 
Exchange—The Jacksonville Southeast- 
ern Boycott—Railroad News. 


The merchants and shippers of St. Louis 
are determined to do away with the present 
unfair discrimination against this city in the 
matter of freight rates or know the reason 
why. When the Chicago & Alton road opened 
upits Kansas City line it knocked off the 
bridge ‘arbitrary, which had formerly been 
charged between East St. Louis and the vil- 
lage on the Kaw. The Chicago & Alton was 
enabled to do because its line starts from the 
east side of the river and crosses the Missis- 
sippi over its own bridge at Louisiana. With- 
in twenty-four hours after this action had 
been taken by the Chicago & Alton road, §the 
other lines to Kansas City—the Missouri Pa- 
cificand Wabash—made similar rates, ab- 
sorbing the bridge arbitrary in their charges 
instead of making shippers pay itin addition 
to their regular mileage rate. Now the ship- 
ders want to know why it is that 
it did not take twenty-four hours 
to wipe out the bridge arbitrary between 
East St. Louis and points west, and yet will 
take so long to do away with the bridge arbi- 
trary between St. Louis and points east. 
They think that if the railroads had the de- 
sire to do the proper thing by St. Louis it 
would not take them long to abolish the 
bridge arbitrary and make the rates 
between St. Louis. and the East the 
same as between East St. Louis and 
the East. The Missouri Pacific and 
St. Louis & San Francisco roads have already 
agreed that all business intended for the 
East coming over their lines they will deliver 
on the east side of the river free of bridge 
charges, and if the east side lines will doas 
much on business intended for the West and 
deliver it on this side ofthe river free of 
charge St. Louis shippers will be happy. 

THIS MORNING’S MEETING. 

A meeting of the Transportation Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange was held this 
morning in the reading-room of the Ex- 
change. Wm. E. Schweppe, Chairman of the 
committee, presided, and George H. Morgan, 
Secretary of the Merchants’ Exchange, offi- 
clated as secretary. The object of the com- 
mittee meeting was to arrange for a general 
meeting of the representatives of the ship- 
ping interests to discuss the question of 
bridge arbitrary and decide what steps are 
necessary to be taken to have it abolished 
and this city made the terminal point 
for all business East and West, 
It was decided to _-—sc=ihhold the 
meeting next Monday afternoon and to have 
the Transportation Committee of the Ex- 
change, the Freight Committee of the Cotton 
Exchange and the committee of the As- 
sociated Wholesale Grocers hold a joint meet- 
ing with the traffic managers ofall railroad, 
bridge and transfer lines centering in the city 
and discuss the question. This is the method 
Freight Trafic Manager Knight by the 
Wabash road advised the members of the 
Grocers’ and Exchange Committees who 
called on him a few days ago to adopt. The 
meeting this morning adopted the folloWing 
call, which will be printed 
and sent out this afternoon with the 
signature of George H. Morgan, Secretary of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, attached: 

THE CALL. 

**You are earnestly requested to meet the 
Merchants’ Exchange Transportation Com- 
mittee, the» Associated Wholesale Grocers’ 
Committee, the Cotton Exchange Freight 
Committee and the traffic managers of 
all railroad, bridge and transfer lines 
centering in St. Louis in the reading-room 
of the Merchants’ Exchange on Mon- 
day next, the 9th inst., at 2:30 p.m., tocon- 
sider what steps will have to be taken 
toward the absorption of the bridge arbitrary 
and re-adjustment of through rates whereby 
St. Louis will become the terminal point for 
all business, East and West.’’ 

These notices will be sent to the members of 
the committees named, and the traffic man- 
agers of the lines referred to. In addition to 
issuing this call, the meeting discussed the 
best method of presenting their arguments to 
the railroads to have the bridge arbitrary 
abolished and St. Louis made a terminal 
point. The question of rates was 
not discussed, the desire being not 
to demand lower rates, but to 
insist that St. Louls be made the terminus, 
and that the rates to’and from this city on 
Eastern business be the same as to and from 
East St. Louis. The great objection of ship- 
pers tothe present state of things is that St. 
Louis is not recognized asa terminus, and is 
the only point in the country which is af- 
flicted with a bridgearbitrary. 

THE BRIDGES FAVOR IT. 

It is known that the Merc ts’ Bridge peo- 
ple are in favor of having the pridge arbitrary 
abolished and absorbed in the rate and Dr. 
Taussig, Manager of the 8t. Douls and Illinois 
Bridge, has also declared himself not only 
willing but anxious to have the bridge arbi- 
trary absorbed in the (treight § rates 
of the roads. With all these 
assurances of assistance and friendship, the 
members of the committee feel sanguine of 
accomplishing their point. There isa gen- 
eral sentiment among them that incase all 
the railroads refuse to enter into an arrange- 
ment to absorb this bridge arbitrary the com- 
mittee should secure some road to do soand 
endeavor to get all St. Louis shippers to give 
that line all their business. 

After this morning’s meeting had ad- 
journed Chairman Schweppe said: ‘‘I do not 
see why we should not be successful fn our ef- 
forts to have this city made the terminal of all 
business east and west. We are the only city 
in the country which has a bridge arbitrary 
and we wish to have it abolished so that 

+) to St. Louis and not to 

is no reason why St. 

Louis should be so singled out above all other 
cities in the country. We are not demanding 
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None these four roads are 
pledged to boycott the Jacksonville and they 
have been selected because without them the 
latter cannot operate 
line. Of the ‘four, 
alone is really affected, 
others do no business with the Jacksonville 
anyway. It is not generally helieved that 
the Atchison will conform with the order. 
By doing so they would not only lose their. 
Chicago line, but other business as well. For 
instance, the St. Louis & San Francisco ts 
owned and operated by the Atchison and is 
part of its system. .Suppose a man at Spring- 
field, ll., wanted to goto Jop Mo. If he 
desired to travel over the Jacksonville to 
St. Louls and then take the St. Louis & 
San Francisco to Joplin he could not take the 
latter line as itisa part ofthe Atchison sys- 
tem and fs obligated to boycott the Jackson- 
ville. Asa result the Jacksonville line would 
have to induce this man to take the Missouri 
Pacific road from St. Louis to Joplin, the lat- 
ter also having a line to Joplin, and not being 
in the boycott could haul the passenger. The 
Atchison will certainly not live up to a boy- 
cott which will deprive them of business in 
that manner, and the order by Chairman 
Finley is apt to cause trouble in the Western 
Association. 


Gould and Huntington. 


NEw York, Feb. 7.—The Sun to-day says: 
It is an open secret among their immediate 
associates that although Mr. Jay Gould and 
Mr. C. P, Huntington, representing respect- 
ively the Missouri Pacific and the Southern 
Pacific systems, gave their assent to the 
agreement which is the basis ofthe new 
Western Railway Traffic Association, that 
agreement did not win their eritire approval. 
It did not go far enough to suit either of 
them, but they accepted it asa step in the 
right direction, simply because it was a sort 
of compromise measure upon which all of the 
companies represented at the conference at 
Mr. Morgan’s house could agree. It is to 
the credit of Messrs. Gould and Huntington 
that they not only yielded their personal 
views, but that they have since entered into 
the spirit of the agreement with as much, if 
not more, earnestness than certain of their 
competitors. 

Mr. Huntington’s remedy for the evils of 
excessive competition between the Western 
roads is consolidation. His conviction ig 
based on experience. He and his associates 
have welded into one company the Southern 
Pacific, over 7,000 miles of railroad, forming 
a system reaching from Portland to Galves- 
ton, and which has a monopoly of the rail- 
road transportation business on the entire 
Pacific Coast. Mr. Gould’s plan was the 
adoption of joint agencies for the conduct of 
all competitive traffic and the discharge of 
the vast army of freight canvassers, whose 
zeal is largely responsible for the almost 
constant demoralization of rates. Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s views were considered too radical 
for immediate adoption. Mr. Gould’s plan 
was referred to the commissioners of the new 
association. 

Since that association was formed neither 
of those railway managers have been idle, 
nor have they been wanting in hopes of ulti- 
mately perfecting an alliance between the 
railways west of the Mississippi, which will 
reduce the evils of competition to a mini- 
mum. Counting upon the acquisition of the 
managers and stockholders of the Atchison 
Co., Messrs. Gould and Huntington have had 
their lieutenants prepare exhaustive analyses 
of the indebtedness, earnings and mileage of 
the Missouri Pacific, the Southern Pacific 
and the Atchison systems, with the view of 
determining from thema basis upon which 
the three systems may be consolidated, 
or brought under thecontrolofa single op- 
erating company. A good deal of progress- 
has been made and the work does not lag be- 
cause Mr: Gould is absent from thecity. Ex- 
ecutive officers of the Southern Pacific have 
been summoned from San Francisco to take 
part in the work, and it is trustworthily 
stated that Senator Stanford has given his 
support to the scheme. As yet none of the 
three interests is absolutely committed to the 
proposition, butall have taken it up witha 
degree of earnestness that argues strongly in 
favor of its adoption. 


Chairman Walker Explains. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Chairmab Walker of 
the Western Traffic Association says his open 
letter of yesterday to lines in the Southwest- 
ern pool has been misconstrued. The Atch- 
ison was charged with not having obeyed 
the order of the Chairman for the division of 
traffic to its competitors. It did not refuse to 
divide, but on the other hand said it would 
divide, as ordered, as soon as it had any 
unconsigned business. Officials of in- 
terested lines agree, however; that 
the Southwestern pool is dead  be- 
yond a resurrection. An Alton officiMl, for 
instance, said yesterday: ‘*‘The only reason 
for the Southwestern agreement was to di- 
Vide the traffic equitably between the nine 
lines in interest. The Atchison has not 
obeyed or has not divided traffic, and of 
course the agreement stops short. It is an 
added argument forthe Alton not to join the 
Western Traffic Association.’’

win this city for two years or more, re- 
ceived a notice through the mail 
a week ago, which was similar 
to those received by Mine Foreman 
Evans and other Girardville citizens, but 
besides having the cross bones and skull, it 
was adorned with a tree drawn on the upper 
left hand corner of the sheet and a rope with 
a noose at the end thrown over one of the 
branches. He was accused of having said 
that the Ancient Order of Hibernians was 
composed of a villainous set of men, and like 
the Mollies would stoop toanycrime. Mr. 
Williams thought it a joke, and after show- 
ingittosome of his friends placed it in his 
pocket and thought nothing more of it until 
last night,when he had good reason to believe 
that it was no hoax. While driving down the 
main road between here and Lost Creek a 
man wearing a mask jumped out from the 
side of the road and, grabbing -the bridle, 
told him to alight. The horses pranced about, 
and at the same time two vther masked men 
came from behinda clup of bushes and ap- 
proached the carriage. One of them carried 
a stout rope while the other held a revolver. 
Williams seized the whip and struck the 
horse. Ashe dashed up the road his assail- 
ants sent a shower of bullets after him, but 
owing to the darkness anda bend in the road 
they did no harm. 


Battle With Raftsmen. 


JUNCTION City, Ky., Feb. 7.—News was re- 
ceived here last night of a desperate affray 
among a number of negro raftsmen from the 
mountains and Marshal George Wells anda 
posse of this place. Marshal Wells was per. 
haps mortally wounded, belngshot in the 
right shoulder, and J. W. Sampson, his 
brother-in-law, was shot twice in the shoul- 
derandarm. Twoof the negroes are known 
to have been shot, and one that made his es- 
cape is thought to have been wounded. The 
negroes had taken a raft of saw-logs down the 
Kentucky River to Frankfort and were 
on their way to Manchester. They arrived 
at Junction City, and three of them had a 
row with a saloon-keeper about 8 o’clock. 
Marshal Wells, accompanied by his brother- 
in-law, Mr. Sampson, later went to a lunch- 
room to arrest the negroes, and were sud- 
denly fired upon by ten of them. After the 
door had be@n locked and the officers were 
penned in, they returned the fire and suc- 
ceeded in wounding three of their assailants, 
not, however, until Wells had been fatally 
wounded, and Sampson had been twice shot. 
After the firing ceased several of the negroes 
made their escape. but were afterward capt- 
ured. 


An Outlaw Wounded. 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., Feb. 7.—One of the 
most desperate men this State has ever 
known, named William Hudgens, was 
brought here yesterday from the Chickasaw 
country.

No 
one else has ever heard of them, but he has 
his proofs ready. Hecan bring Pony Jack 
and Cowboy Bill to prove it, and ‘‘if Old Bill 
Jones was alive,’’ hecould furnish an affida- 
vit. The camp rumors all find their source in 
the South Dakota liar, andit is only natural 
that some of them have leaked out and gotten 
into print. A soldier told me to-day thata 
picket had been fired at and had returned the 
fireand kilied his Indian. He gavealli the 
particulars and said that he saw it himself 
and knew that it was true. 
‘*Where were you born?’’ I asked. 
**Dakota,’’ he replied.

CAUSING CRITICISM. 


THE ACTION OF MAJ. MURPHY ON THE 
SPRINELING APPOINTMENTS. 


A Good Man Put Out to Pay Off a Politi- 
cal Debt—How the Thing Was Done— 
The Wedding of a City Hall Celebrity— 
Mayor Noonan Vetoes Two Bills. 


The action of the Street Commissioner In 
the matter of the appointment of a Super- 
visor or General Inspector of Sprinkling !s 
arousing a great deal of comment among the 
city officials and the members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. The Street Commissioner 
and the Mayor have both announced without 
any reserve that Mr. Wm. L. Johnson would 
appointed to the position. This statement 


was made three days ago andthe appoint. 


ment has not yet been put throngh the for- 
malities. Mr. Johnson looks upon 
the thing as settled, and has been 
accepting the congratulations of his 
friends; everybody interested claims 
that eventually the appointment will be 
made. Under these circumstances, the situ- 
ation looks queer and isa great injustice to 
Mr. John A. Brown, who now holds the posi- 
tion. Mr, Brown is not a politician, and all 
through last year showed that he was trying 
to do. his duty, and with the difficulties he 
had to encounter he did as well as 
anyone could. Being aware of this 
and also stating that no politics would be al- 
lowed to interfere with the Sprinkling De- 
partment, the Commissioner: consents to the 
Mayor’s command and appoints Mr. Johnson 
to pay off a political debt, it is said,to Joseph 
D. Lucas, who put up money for Noonan in 
the last campaign. 

Mr. Brown was given no warning of what 
was being done. No apologies were made for 
treating him as they did. 

The action of the Commissioner in allow- 
ing the Mayor to dictate all the appointments 
and the strictly political basis on which the 
whole thing has been done is causing much 
criticism of Maj. Murphy. 

Mr. Brown in the meantime is doing all the 
hard Work connected with the arrangements 
for the coming season’s work. 

Mr. Brown ran upagainst the combine in 
sprinkling yeste in a rather peculiar 
way. The dust was getting so bad that it was 
thought advisable to get out some carts and 
prepare for some emergency sprinkling in 
case it did not rain within twenty-four 
hours. When an effort was made 
to get carts for the business 
district the combine explained that unless a 
$5 a day contract was made fora satisfactory 
length of time, they would not turn out a 
single cart. As it happened the rain came up 
last night, so tne difficulty was not brought to 
an issue. 


The Asphaltum Streets. 


Some days since a committee composed of 
Messrs. Hohn, Gardner, Willie Brown, Stew- 
art, Patterson and Chauvelt, representing 
the wheelmen of the city, waited on Commis- 
sioner Murphy forthe purpose of requesting 
that the matter of keeping the asphalt streets 
in good condition for the 800 wheelmen in the 
city be considered by the Street Department.

MR. CLOVER HAS IT. 


VAIL’S OVERCOAT IS IN POSSESSION OF 
THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY. 


He Left the City Without Giving It to the 
Prosecuting Attorneys, Which Caused 
of Sensational Rumors—The Defense 
Summon City Officials as Witnesses. 


The supposed disappearance of Vail’s over- 
coat has been made the subject for some sen- 
sational rumors which have suggested a sus- 
picion to which Vail’s attorneys will no doubt 
object very strenuously. If Vail’s overcoat 
has been stolen of course it was stolen by 
some one at the instigation either of Vail or 
his attorneys, for no one else would have any 
interest in getting it out of the hands of the 
State’s attorneys. The truth about it is that 
the evidence of the State isin the keeping of 
Mr. Ashley C. Clover, the Circuit Attorney of 
this court, and he knows where the coat now 
is. Because Mr. Mudd did not find it 
in the property room, a morning paper 
interviewed a numberof people who knew 
nothing about the coatand by their admis- 
sions that they did not know threw the sug- 
gestion of another mystery around the Vail 
case. This forcibly reminds one ofthe trial 
ofa man charged with horse stealing. Nine 
witnesses swore that they saw him steal the 
horse, and he offered to introduce a hundred 
who would swear that they did not. When 
the case of the State against Vail was 
sent to st. Louis to be tried Sheriff 
Schneider of St. Charles brought ail 
the articles which were to be used in 
evidence to St. Louis and. turned them over to 
Mr. Clover. They were the pistol, Mrs. Vail’s 
cloak, dress and petticoat and Vail’s over- 
coat. The pistol was placed in Mr. Clover’s 
safe and is there yet. Mrs. Vail’s clothing 
was put in a valise and stored in the property- 
room, and it is there now. 

HE PUT IT AWAY. 

Mr. Clover fully appreciated what an im- 
portant piece of evidence the overcoat was, 
and he knew that the State and defense 
had been contending for possession of 
it ever since the case ‘began, 580 
he packed it carefully in camphor 
and putitaway. No one knows where it is 
but Mr. Clover, but he does know. Mr. Kick- 
ham, now Chief Deputy Sheriff at the Four 
Courts, was there in Mr. Clover’s office, and 
he thought the coat was in the safe. 

Mr. Orrick C. Bishop of Mr. Clover’s office 
thought it was in the valise. Mr. Clover told 
no one where he put it, but he told Mr. Mudd 
of the prosecution several days ago that he 
had put it away in a place of safety. 
Mr. Clover has gone to New 
Orleans, and the sensational supposition 
that the coat has been stolen has its origin 
simply in the fact that Mr. Clover forgot to 
turn the coat over to Mr. Mudd before he 
left. Mr. Mudd supposed that Mr. Bishop 
had all the property and did not ask Mr. 
Clover about it before he went away. So 
when he went tothe property-room to get it 
he did not find it. To-day he asked Mr. 
Bishop for it and Mr. Bishop said he did not 
have it, but Mr. Mudd was not at all worried 
nor aid he suspect that the coat had been 
stolen, because Mr, Olover told him he had it.

SCORES THE AUSTRALIAN WONDER. 


The Carroll-Fitzsimmons Row—McCarthy 
and Dixon Will Probably Fight—The 
League’s Intentions Toward the Play- 
ers—Racing and Other Sporting News. 


Pendragon, the English pugilistic author- 
ity, still argues that Goddard defeated Jack- 
son. Here is his latest: There now! By 
means of my parallel about boxing I havg 
got round again to black Jackson and the 
long—the remarkably long—letter about him 
and his vamosing from Victoria, written by 
the Secretary of the Melbourne Athletic Club. 
This letter was printed first ina local paper, 
and, as soon as the mailarrived, was reprint- 
ed in several American as well as in a 
variety of our own metropolitan and provin- 
cial papers. After reading it right through 
I can find nothing in it beyong a sug- 
gestion that black Jackis not unacquainted 
with the white feather. The Melbourne man 
makes out a rare good case against Jackson; 
but was it worth while writing so much to 
prove so little? In Jackson’s own colony, and 
in his own city also, there isno great belief 
in his ability to receive punishment; until he 
knocked the soft McAuliffe out he was not re- 
garded asa punishing fighter, but merely as 
aclever exhibition sparer. As for what he 
did here, that dosen’t count at all, exeept 
that it made the New South Welsh- 
men frantic in their reception of him on 
his return, and eager above all things to be- 
lieve they had developed areal live cham- 
pion boxer. They thought little enough of 


under sheer stress qf circumstances, he left 
Sidney for San Francisco. Whata bit of luck 
it was for Jackson that he happened to get to 
8. F. just at that moment when a boom was 
being worked out West in knock-out boxing— 
and that he was supplied with so flabby a 
customer! Idon’t myself see what reason 
Jackson has to complain of his treatment in 
Melbourne when he met the Barrier larrikin, 
Goddard. Jackson madea match to knock 
Goddard out in eight rounds, and signally 
failedto do so. Therefore he lost as plainly 
and as palpably as ever man lost—in exactly 
the same way as J.L.Sullivan lost in his match 
with Tug Wilson. Eventhe Americans, mad 
as they were about Sullivan, couldn’t deny 
that Sullivan had lost—he didn’t deny it him- 
self ;but Jackson failed ina far w6rse manner 
than Sullivan did, and then was declared to 
have made a draw ofit. How he can believe 
the Melbourne folk have a down on him I 
can’t understand—the down they had was on 
their own man, who, according to the condl- 
tions of the contract, was certainly the win- 
ner. Idon’t myself think Jackson believes 
the Melbourne Athletic Club members are in 
any way against him; the fact is, he sees 
there is far more money to be got in ’Frisco 
and for fewer hard Knocks—and no fool he to 
go where he can get the greatest amount of 
cash with the smallest amount of personal in- 
convenience. Whatever else black Jack may 
be, he certainly is not a silly. 
DIXON AND M’CARTHY MAY FIGHT. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—George Dixon, the Bos- 
ton pugilist, whose meeting with Cal Mc- 
Carthy for the feather-weight championship 
was prevented by legal obstacles on’ Thurs- 
day, leftfor his training quarters near Bos- 
ton at midnight last night. His trainer, Tom 
O’ Rourke, and his friend, H. Hodgkins, who 
was to have been one of his seconds, accom- 
panied him. Cal McCarthy is at his home in 
Jersey City. The fight has not been declared 
off, as some announced, but simply post- 
poned, and there is every reason to believe 
that arrangements will be made to-day 
whereby the men will be brought together. 
They will not meet, however, within a week, 
as they have naturally gone off a little and 
friends of both are anxious 
the contest decided entirely on its 
merits with the principals in the 
pink of condition. It was with this end in 
view that Jimmy Archly advised Tom 
O’Rourke to take Dixon back to his training 
quarters, from which he can be called by tel- 
egraph. The representatives of the parties 
met yesterday and made mutual concessions 
extending the time and authorizing acom- 
mittee to select some suitable place for the 
decision of the match. Itwas a decidedly 
harmonious gathering and was unanimous in 
expressing what it termed the unfairness of 
the Judge who issued the warrants. Dixon 
took the matter philosophically. When asked 
last evening by a reporter What he thought of 
the legal proceedings he contented. himself 
with a shrug of his shoulders, but his friend, 
‘**Polo’’ Jim Archly, replied: ‘‘We don’t 
know enough about Long Island City 
politics to decide whether the warrants were 
legalior not.’’ And ‘‘Polo’’ Jim’s answer 
' was one very generally given by the sporting 

fraternity. Whateverothers may think, they 
have no doubts but they were made the vic- 
tims of political spite. It was~- pointed out 
that the evidence upon which the judge had 
granted the warrants for the arrest of Mc- 
Carthy and Dixon was a clipping from a 
newspaper, which used the word ‘‘fight’’ in 
discussing not what had taken place, but 
what in its opinion would. It is said that the 
Hudson Club of Jersey City assures the men 
that they will be permitted to fight in Hudson 
County without legal interference and the 
contest may take place there atthe Valkland 
Rink. Jimmy Wakely will investigate the 
matter. 

CARROLL AND FITZSIMMONS DISSOLVE. 

Friendships between pugilists are almost 
invariably of short duration. For awhile two 
fighters will be on terms of the most extreme 


other. Ina few weeks they will be swearing 
at each other. While they are friends each 
can relate one thousand and one good points 
the other possesses and can explain away all 
his bad qualities and misdeeds. When they 
iallout each discovers just as many bad 
points in the other and can explain 
all his good qualities and good deeds. 

The man who was formerly a prince of pugi- 
lists becomes in the talk of his erstwhile 
friend the veriest ‘‘Duffer,’’ and the public 
are tola how only, for certain things oppor- 
tunely happening the ex-prince of pugilists 
would have been defeated in certain battles. 
In view of this well-Known trait in the char- 
acter of pugilists, the announcement that 
Bob Fitzsimmons and Jimmy Carroll .have 
dissolved partnership and friendship will 
create no surprise. These men had become 
most intimate, and formed a co-partnership 
whereby they were to equally divide 
their earnings and after they had made 
enough at fighting they were to gointo busi- 
ness together in San Francisco and remain at 
it until death did they part. Fitzsimmons, 
however, agreed a few days ago to accept an 
engagement to travel with a sparring trouge 
managed by George Clark, a Chicago saloon 
keeper. . The New Zealander is given an en- 
gagement of fifteen weeks at $500 a week 
and all traveling and hotel expenses for 
himself, wife and child. This agreement was 
entered into against Carroll’s advice and 
wishes and, it is said, has caus@®da 
the men to separate Fitzsimmons consider- 
ing himself no longer under obligation to live 
up totheir partnership agreement. Carroll 
has gone to San Francisco, and Fitzsimmons 
will make New Orleans his home, having ac- 
cepted the position of middle-weight in- 
structor of the Audubon Athletic Associa- 
tion. Itissaidthatone trouble between the 
men was that Fitzsimmons was to fight Up- 
hain and Dempsey, and Carroll meet Andy 
Bowen and Jack McAuliffe, the proceeds of 
the four .battles to be equally 
divided between them. Fitzsim- 
mons met and defeated both his 
opponents, but Carroll only fought Bowen 
and would not meet McAuliffe. The late 
partners have not yet commenced to abuse 
each other, but if the story of their dissolving 
partnership is correct, that will follow in the 
very near future.

Dangers Atteniing the Shipment of Cattle 
to England~—How They Are to Be Over- 
come—Manner in Which the New Cattle 
Ships Will Be Arranged. 


This morning 8S. T. Andrews of Fort Worth, 
Tex., a large cattle owner and shipper, 
passed through the city on his way to New 
York. ‘*The object of my visit,’’ said Mr. 
Andrews, ‘‘is to consult with some gentlemen 
from England whoare interested in carrying 
cattie across the o¢ean in reference to con- 
tracts for the coming shipping season, and to 
alterations to be made in the ships that are 
to be used as catth ships. I have been in 
correspondenee with several ship building 
firms in England and Scotland, and it is evi- 
dent that a great)‘many new vessels are to be 
put on the line between New York and Eng- 
land, to be devoted almost exclusively to the 
cattle trade. 

HARDSHIPS OF THE OCEAN VOYAGE 

**One of the great disadvantages that we 
have had to struggle against has been im- 
proper accommodations for our cattle on the 
trans-Atlantic voyage. There were a few 
steamers suitable for carrying cattle, but 
most of those that have been sent to England 
have been carried on vessels not in the least 
adapted to the trade. To put live-stock on an 
ordinary freight steamer is to insure a very 
heavy loss and the landing-of the cattle in 
an exceedingly dilapidated condition, Ihave 
repeatedly seen cattle taken off the ships at 
Liverpool, and I do not wonder at the preju- 
dice that prevails against American beef. 
The arrivals were dirty, thin, so weak that 
they could scarcely stand on their feet, and If 
any one of them hada disease ofany kind 
concealed about its system the hardships of 
the voyage were certain to develope it. 
stored ina hold arranged only tor the recep- 
tion of freight, without an adequate supply 
of air, in almost total darkness, and without 
proper drainage, the death rate ina loadof 
cattle is certain to be very high, and those 
that survive arein a most wretched condi- 
tion. They are brujsed and sore from the 
hammering and shaking incident to improper 
accommodations on the voyage, and their 
beef cannot fail to be inferior. 

DECKLOADS. 

**So great are the disadvantages incident to 
stowage ina dark hold that many captains 
prefer to carry as many as possible asa 
deckload, where the animals can at least 
have lightand alr. But the objections to a 
deckload are very serious. Ifthe weather is 
the least rough thecattleare drenched with 
spray and nearly frozen, while to have room 
enough for the working of the vessel 
they have to be terribly crowded. The 
difficulties of the Transatlantic passage are 
relied on to a great extent by the English cat- 
tle breeders to kesp out American beef, and 
so far they have served the purpose well. But 
since the passage of our government inspec- 
tion laws the shipowners see that the trade 
can be very largely increased if the methods 
of transportation can be improved and 
have been bard at work age mean vessels 
for this business, Atthe New York meeting 
anumber of details in reference to the ac- 
commodation of cattle will be discussed, but 
the main points have already been decided 
on, and scores of ships are being altered in 
accordance. It has been decided to abandon 
deck lading entirely, except under very ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

THE NEW VESSELS. 

**False decks will be put in, portions of which 
can be readily removed to admit of draining, 
and the drainage will be carefully attended 
to. The false decks will be raised a few 
inches above the permanent decks, and on 
the latter drains will be arranged, communi- 
cating with dead-lightsin the side of the ship, 
which will be opened only when necessary. 
Every vessel will be provided with hose that 


can be attached to the engine, and 
a stream of water wil) daily be 
thrown on the decks, insuring perfect 
cleanliness, the. waste water escaping 


through the deadlights, which will be opened 
for that purpose. Should much of the load 
be below the water-line, arrangements will 
be made for washing the refuse intoa tank 
and pumping it out daily. Fans will be used 
to keep up aconstant carrent of fresh alr, 
and also to prevent the decks from becoming 
unhealthily damp. The question of light is 
now recognized as being a most important 
one. Cattle do not seem to be able to stand 
any continued darkness, and in rough 
weather they become terrified, stampede as 
wellas their contracted quarters will allow, 
and some are trampledto death or terribly 
bruised, 
LIGHT AND AIR. 

‘*To secure ample light longitudinal sliding 
hatches will be let into the deck, which can 
be thrown gpen in fair weather, thus assur- 
ing both Nght and ventilation. Bulls-eye 
windows will be placed in the side, which 
will give light at alltimes, and when the sea 
is calm can be opened,thus aiding ventilation. 
Cattle will be arranged in four tiers, two 
facing the sides of the vessels and two amid 
ships, with heads pointing outward. A lotof 
hurdles of wickerwork will be made which 
will be placed between every four animals. 
Moveable wooden) fences are not so good, 
as cattle are injured by being thrown 
against the sharp efiges. The hurdles will be 
kept firmly in place by ropes running from 
side to side, and similar hurdles will be 
placed longitudinally. This will prevent 
cattle from being thrown together by lurches 
ofthe ship. Many of those innovations have 
been made on single ships engaged in the 
cattle trade, and have proved to be very use- 
ful, but all have never yet been placed on one 
vessel. With all these improvements the 
passage of the Atlantic will no longer be 
dangerous, and the cattle can be delivered in 
excellent condition.’’

The Charleston Building Destroyed—Mis- 
souri Matters. 

CHARLESTON, Mo., Feb. 7.—At 11:30 last 
night fire destroyed the old Court-house and 
most ofits contents at this place. The fire 
was under full headway when the first alarm 
was given, and owing to lack of facilities for 
fighting fires nothing was done toward ex- 
tinguishing the flames. The origin of the fire 
is supposed to be of an incendiary character. 
The building was valued at $4,000 ,and was only 
insured for $2,000. Owing to the unusual rain 
in the early part ot the evening, the fire was 
prevented from further damage. The County 
Court for this (Mississippi) county was in 
session yesterday and ordered a special elec- 
tion for Tuesday, April 21, todecide whether 
or not the taxpayers wanted to build a new 
$20,000 Court-house, as the one that burned 
last night was a frame structure and was 
built some thirty-five years ago.
